for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1939* 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Gouncil 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Leyland. 

Mr.  Chairman ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


T  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of 
Leyland  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1959* 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  District  during  1959  was 
300  or  3  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  gave  a  birth  rate  of  19. 8 
(19.  0^ adjusted)  which  is  the  same  figure  as  that  recorded  for  1958.  As 
the  birth . rate  f or  England  and  Wales  is  16,3  it  will  be  noticed  that  the 
Leyland  figures  are  considerably  higher  than  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  13  more  than  the  previous  year,  giving  a 
eath  rate  of  11.4  (15«2  adjusted)  as  compared  with  11.6  for  the  country  as 
a  whole.  The  number  of  deaths  from  heart  diseases  increased  by  2  from  65 
to  6/  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  which  include  all  forms 
of  strokes !  increased  from  31  to  35.  The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant 
diseases  increased  from  25  to  41  aid  of  these  deaths  10  were  from  cancer  of 
uhe  lung  or  bronchus.  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  cancer  for  the 
District  was  2.31  and  that  for  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  0.55  whilst 
ne  con  e  op  ending  national  iigures  were  2o  14  and  0.46  respectively. 

ihe  number  of  infants  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age  was  10 
as  compared  with  11  ^  in  the  year  1958.  This  gave  an  infantile  mortality 
rate  01  2/0o  as  against  a  national  average  of  22,0. 

As  compared  with  three  the  previous  year,  there  were  no  deaths  from 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  received  was  692  as 
compared  with  131  in  1958.  This  is  accounted  for  by  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles,  there  being  541  notifications  as  against 
49  the  previous  year.  Nb  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria  were  notified. 


The  new  Ambulance  Station  in  Ley! and  was  formally  opened  on  12th  May, 
1959  by  County  Councillor  J.  W.  Geare,  Chairman  of  the  County  Ambulance 
Sub-Committee ,  and  a  very  satisfactory  service  is  provided  for  the  District. 
There  is  every  indication  that  these  new  premises  will  soon  be  followed  by  a 
new  School  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  a  Hostel  for  the  aged, 

A  study  of  the  Report  will  confirm  that  the  many  and  varied  aspects  of 
environmental  hygiene  continued  to  receive  careful  attention. 

Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  is  one  of  the  most  important  services  and 
in  a  rapidly  growing  district  such  as  Leyland  the  adequacy  of  the  facilities 
provided  requires  careful  assessment.  During  the  year,  reports  from  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  were  considered  and  no  doubt  in  due  course  the 
Council  will  ’undertake  a  considerable  but  worthwhile  scheme  of  expansion. 

.Another  matter  of  importance  is  the  abatement  of  atmospheric  pollution 
with  its  harmful  effects  on  health.  It  should  be'  borne  in  mind  that  smoke 
from  industrial  premises  is  not  the  only  source  but  that  dwelling  houses  make 
a  considerable  contribution  to  the  problem.  Consideration  should  be  given  to 
the  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

It  is  a  matter  for  some  satisfaction  that  the  Council  gave  further 
consideration  to  the  provision  of  bungalows  for  elderly  persons  in 
accordance  with  the  County  Council’s  scheme,  Incorporating  certain  welfare 
facilities  including  that  of  a  Warden  and  call-bell  system  and  decided  on  a 
site  for  the  scheme. 

In  March,  1959?  Mr.  F.R.  Smith,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector, 
resigned  his  appointment  which  he  had  held  since  December,  1951,  on  being 
appointed  to  a  neighbouring  Authority.  Mr.  Smith  gave  excellent  service  and 
took  with  him  the  best  wishes  of  his  colleagues  and  friends.  He  was 
succeeded  in  May,  1959*  by  Mr.  Je  J.  Moulding. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  G.  Walsh,  Chief 
.Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the  consistently  high  standard  of  efficiency 
which  he  imposes  on  himself.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  other  Officers 
and  Staid  of  the  Council  who  so  readily  co-operate  with  me  whenever  the  need 
arises. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  encouragement.

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Physical  .Features  of  the  Area 


The  Urban  District  comprises  an  irregular  shaped  area,  with  its  greater 
diameter  north  and  west.  The  height  in  the  west  is  approximately  55  feet 
above  the  datum  line  rising  in  the  east  to  250  feet.  On  the  whole,  the  area 
is  level,  and  rises  and  falls  are  of  a  gentle  nature. 

Geologically,  the  district  lies  on  a  plain  of  Triassic  Rock,  upon  which 
are  deposited  a  Lower  Boulder  Clay  layer,  a  layer  of  Middle  Drift  Sand,  and 
an  Upper  Boulder  Clay  layer.  In  the  southern  part  of  the  district,  there  is 
an  outcrop  of  sand  of  considerable  depth  and  approximately  4-00  yards  in 
width.  This  outcrop  dips  steeply  so  that  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Golden  Hill 
it  is  some  80  feet  below  the  surface.  The  three  layers  vary  considerably  in 
depth  in  different  parts  of  the  area. 


Water  xs  found  in  the  Middle  Drift  Sand,  and  the  presence  of  this 
probably  accounted  for  the  selection  of  this  area  by  settlers  in  the 
distant  past.  The  shallow  wells  in  the  sand  layer  became  grossly 
contaminated  and  at  one  time  gave  rise  to  an  outbreak  of  Enteric  Disease. 

In  the  Midge  Hall  area  there  is  a  layer  of  peat  some  12  feet  in  depth 
overlying  the  three  layers  of  Glacial  Drift. 


The  River  Lostock  is  the  main  natural  drainage  outlet  for  the  district 
Into  it  run  several  small  brooks  including  the  Wymott  on  the  western  side, 
Bryning  Brook  from  the  east  with  Shaw  Brook  and  Hollins  Brook  in  the  south. 


Bryning  Brook  changes  its  name  to  Bow  Brook  and.  Bannister  Brook  during  its 
course  through  the  district,  finally  entering  the  River  Lostock  as  Mill 
Brook.  Shaw  Brook  becomes  Wade  Brook  before  entering  the  River.

The  birth  and  death  rates  shown  in  the  previous  and  subsequent  tables 
are  known  as  *  crude*  rates.  The  Registrar-  General  issues  a  compar  ability 
factor  based  on  age  and  distribution  of  population  which,  when  multiplied 
by  the  'crude*  rates  enables  a  true  comparison  to  be  made  between  the  vital 
statistics  of  one  area  and  another.  The  adjusted  rates  for  this  area  are 
therefore  as  follows,  allowing  for  a  birth  comparability  factor  of  0.  96  and 
lo  34  for  deaths.

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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 

The  No.  1.  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital 
Board  carried  out  their  third  mobile  X-Ray  Survey  in  Leyland  and  district 
during  the  months  of  February,  March  and  April.  They  had  previously 
visited  the  district  in  1951  and  1956. 

The  Unit  expressed  their  thanks  to  the  Local  Authority  for  the 
excellent  co-operation  received  from  them  and  to  the  Directors  of  Leyland 
Motors  Limited  who  gave  the  Unit  invaluable  help  during  the  Survey. 

RESPONSE 

During  this  Survey  they  X-rayed  12,680  examinees,  as  again!  12,283 
in  1956.  This  represents  a  considerable  increase  in  response,  as  in  1956 
they  X-rayed  83O  schoolchildren  and  contacts  over  11  years  of  age,  whereas 
in  1959  they  only  X-rayed  130  schoolchildren  over  15  year's  of  age,  on 
instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  80  Mantoux  Positive  reactors. 
The  industrial  response  was  slightly  less  in  1959  than  in  1956,  but  the 
cotton  recession  probably  accounts  for  this.  The  General  Public  response, 
however,  increased  from  1,570  in  1956  to  2,830  in  1959,  which  is  very 
gratifying.  The  comparable  figures,  therefore,  show  an  increase  of 
approximately  1,000  in  the  recent  Survey.

During  this  Survey  they  discovered  19  cases  of  active  tuberculosis 
requiring  immediate  treatment  -  a  rate  of  1*5  per  thousand  X-rayed. 

They  also  discovered  25  cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  only  occasional 
out-patient  supervision  -  a  rate  of  1*9  per  thousand  X-rayed,  In  1956 
they  discovered  22  cases  of  active  tuberculosis  requiring  immediate 
treatment  -  a  rate  of  1*8  per  thousand  X-rayed  and  19  cases  requiring 
occasional  supervision  -  a  rate  of  1*5  per  thousand  X-rayed,  The  recent 
Survey ,  therefore,  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  the  rate  of  tuberculosis 
and  is  in  line  with  the  national  average.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  Off  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  S ervi ces 


The  new  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Preston,  which  forms  part  of  the 
nation’s  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  became  fully  operative  during 
the  year.  The  Laboratory  serves  a  very  wide  area  including  north,  north 
east  and  north  west  Lancashire  and  is  used  to  examine  specimens  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  the  biological 
examination  of  milk,  food  and  water,  as  well  as  biological  examination 
for  Tubercle  Bacillus  and  Brucella  organisms  in  milks. 


The  Pathological  Laboratory  attached  to  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary 
is  available  for  examining  specimens  of  patients  under  treatment  as  well 
as  for  pathological  specimens  for  ordinary  diseases* 

Dru  L.  Robertson  is  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and 
Dr.  A. A.  Miller  is  the  Group  Pathologist  in  charge  of  the  Pathological 
Laboratory. 


Hospital  Accommodation 

Infectious  Diseases  are  normally  admitted  to  the  Deep  dale  Isolation  Hospital 
although,  in  cases  of  emergency,  Isolation  Hospitals  further  afield  may  have 
to  be  utilised*  The  number  of  infectious  diseases  admitted  in  1959  was  22.

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Ambulance  Facilities 

j..he  new  Ambulance  Station  in  Moss  Lane,  Leyland,  was  formally  opened 
on  the  13th  May,  1959  by  County  Councillor  J.W.  Geare,  Chairman  of  the 
County  Ambulance  Sub-Committee*  The  new  Station,  being  part  of  the  County 
Council’s  scheme  for  re-organising  the  Service,  covers  the  entire  Urban 
District  as  well  as  surrounding  Districts. 


The  vehicles  permanently  stationed  there  include  three  ambulances, 
one  dual  purpose  vehicle  and  two  sitting  case  cars.  There  is  a  staff  of 
14  and  the  Service  is  radio  controlled  from  Ambulance  Headquarters  at 
Broughton. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

There  are  three  x emale  district  nurses  in  the  area*  Their  duties 
include  care  of  patients  in  their  own  homes  and  arrangements  for  the  loan 
of  nursing  equipment  in  suitable  cases. 

Midwifery  Service 

Owing  to  an.  increase  in  the  need  for  this  Service,  an  extra  midwife 
was  appointed  during  the  year  and  some  re-arrangement  of  districts  took, 
place.  There  are,  therefore,  now  three  domiciliary  midwives  who  attend 
expectant  mothers  confined  at  home  in  Leyland,  one  of  them  being  actually 

resident  in  Leyland,  one  in  the  Charley  Rural  District  and  one  at  Lostock 
Hall. 

Home  Help  Servi c e 


Home  Helps  are  employed  in  Leyland  and  help  a  variety  of  cases, 
including  confinements,  sickness,  old  age  and  infirmity  and  tuberculosis 
cases.  Night  helps  are  also  employed  where  needed.  The  Home  Helps  are 
not  employed  on  a  District  basis  but  are  available  wherever'  they  are 
needed  within  the  Division,  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  a  total  of 
141  home  Helps  available  and  they  had  given  assistance  to  852  cases. 

These  figures  refer  to  the  Division  as  a  whole  for  detailed  figures  of 
actual  cases  attended  in  Leyland  itself  are  not  readily  available. 

Ante -Natal.  Clinic 


There  is  a  weekly  session  held  each  Thursday  at  the  School  Clinic, 

5/7  Somerset  Road,  Leyland,  when  a  consultant  obstetrician  employed  by 
the  x  reston  and  Churl ey  Hospital  Management  Committee  attends.  Owing  to 
the  large  number  of  attendances,  a  Midwives  Clinic  -was  started  on  Wednesday 
af  ternoons  at  Somerset  Road  to  ease  the  pressure  at  the  Consultant’s 
Clinic  held  on  Thursdays. 
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Child  Welfare  Centres 


There  are  weekly  child  welfare  sessions  held  at  the  following 
Centres  every  Wednesday  afternoon. 

Congregational  Sunday  School,  Quin  Street 
Methodist  Church  Hall,  Leyland  Lane 

A  doctor  and  health  visitor  attend  and  give  advice  on  infant  care 
and  management.  Baby  foods  are  sold  at  the  Centres. 

School  Medical  Service 


Medical  and  Hygiene  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  schools  and 
clinic  sessions  are  held  at  3/7  Somerset  Road  for  a  variety  of  treatments 
including  minor  ailments ,  dental  care,  orthopaedic  and  ophthalmic 
conditions.  The  County  Council  make  special  provisions  for  residential 
schooling  for  various  categories  of  handicapped  children  such  as  the 
blind,  partially  sighted,  deaf'  and  dumb,  epileptics,  delicate  and 
backward. 


Clinic  Facilities 


The  Clinic  in  Somerset  Road  continued  in  use.  Reference  to  its 
unsatisfactory  and  inadequate  accommodation  has  previously  been  made  in 
these  Reports. 

After  careful  consideration  by  the  appropriate  Committees  of  the 
County  Council  it  is  now  understood  that  the  provision  of  a  new  Clinic 
has  been  brought  forward  and  included  in  the  I96O/I96I  building  programme. 

Convalescent  Care 

In  suitable  cases  arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission  of 
patients  to  convalescent  homes. 


'Welfare  Services 


Residential  homes  are  provided  to  accommodate  elderly  and  infirm 
persons  who  have  no  longer  anyone  to  care  for  them.  Handicapped  persons 
are  also  assisted.  A  handicraft  and  social  centre  for  handicapped 
persons  is  held  in  Leyland  each  week  on  Monday  evenings  in  the  Civil 
Defence  Centre,  Council  Depot. 

A  new  Hostel  for  aged  persons  is  included  in  the  1960/1961  building 
programme  and  will  provide  accommodation  for  a  total  of  50  residents,  male 
and  female.  The  building  is  to  be  sited  at  the  Broadfield  end  of  Cow  Lane. 
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Day  Nurseries 

Owing  to  lack  of  demand,  coupled  with  extensive  repairs  which  were 
found  to  be  urgently  necessary  to  the  No*  1.  Day  Nursery,  it  was  decided 
to  close  it  during  the  year.  When  this  occurred  children  attending  were 
accommodated  at  the  Tewlands  Drive  Day  Nursery.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
however ,  the  demand  increased  somewhat  and  there  was  a  small’  waiting  list 
of  children  requiring  admission* 


National  Assistance  Act,  1946, 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  recommend  the  removal  to  suitable 
premises  oi  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  as  envisaged  by 
Section  4/  of  the  above  Act*  This  procedure  involves  the  making  of 
Court  Orders  and  would  only  be  used  as  a  last  resort. 

There  were  one  or  two  cases,  however,  where  this  procedure  was 
seriously  considered  but  the  difficulties  were  overcome  and  it  was 
possible  to  make  satisi actory  arrangements  without  resorting  to 
statutory  action.

"his  being  caused  by  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia  in  a  spinster  aged  35® 

There  was  a  startling  rise  in  the  numbers  of  cases  of  Measles  which 
reached  the  figure  of  541  as  compared  with  49  the  previous  year.  50 6  of 
these  cases  occurred  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  and  reflected  to 
some  extent  the  great  increase  in  the  child  population  over  the  last  few 
years,  some  299  cases ^ being  under  five  years  of  age.  The  number  of  cases  of 
whooping  Cough  at  .  92  is  also  considerably  in  excess  of  the  trend  of  recent 
year's.  Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  has  without  doubt  reduced  the 
incidence  of  fcnis  disease  and  affords  valuable  protection  for  young  children® 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reduced  from  79  to  14,  once 
again  all  oases  were  very  mild  and  recovered  very  quickly  after  treatment.

It  will  be  realised  that  the  table  showing  numbers  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases,  along  with  the  accompanying  notes  on  the  figures, 
refer  to  those  infectious  diseases  which  have  been  made  notifiable.  Many 
infections  of  the  upper  respiratory  tract  such  as  bronchitis,  influenza, 
the  common  cold,  are  not  notifiable  but  a  high  incidence  can  have  an,  effect 
upon  the  health  of  a  community.  In  February  of  this  year  the  Ministry  of 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance,  as  an  illustration  of  this,  telephoned  that 
there  had  been  a  5 Ofo  increase  in  claims  over  the  previous  week,  the  main 
cause  of  which  was  influenza. 
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iii6  case  oi  Meningococcal  lux  e  ex  ion  shown  in  tlie  table  occurred  in  a 
Gnidd  ^  years  of  age .  The  disease  had,  apparently,  been  diagnosed  in  hospital 
and  by  the  time  it  was  notified  the  child  was  fully  recovered  there  being  no 
serious  after  effects. 


Food  Poisoning 


The  five  cases  of  food  poisoning  shorn  all  occurred  as  a  result  of  one 
outbreak.  The  outbreak  occurred  in  an  industrial  establishment  situated 
outside  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  District  and  was  caused  by  the  consumption 
of  steak  and  kidney  pie  served  for  lunch.  There  were  a  total  of  17  cases 
invoiced  in  this  outbreak  who  lived  in  several,  districts.  The  organism 
responsible . was  Clostridium  Welchii.  This  organism  is  usually  found  on  meat 
and  gives  rise  to  no  serious  effects  if  meat  is  properly  cooked.  The 
practice  of  part;  cooking  and  then  wanning  up  is  always  a  particularly 
dangerous  procedure  and  investigations  showed  that  in  this  particular  case  the 
m^at  had  not  been  fully  sterilised  by  cooking  prior  to  serving.  Fortunately, 
the  outbreak  quickly  subsided  and  all  persons  were  able  to  return  to  work 
within  two  or  three  days. 


Case  of  Typhoid  Fever 


The  following  is  an  outline  of  a  situation  which  did  give  some  concern 
during^  the  year.  ^  In  May  1959  a  message  was  received  from  Manchester  County 
Borough  that  a  child  aged  1  year  10  months  had  developed  Typhoid  Fever  after 
having  stayed  with  her  grandparents  in  Leyland  during  part  of  March  and 
April.  A  thorough  investigation  was ,  of  course,  carried  out  and  several 
specimens  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  It  eventually 
transpired  that  ^h©  great— grandmother,  who  was  aged  79?  was  a  carrier  of

Typhoid  arid  was  likely  to  remain  so, 

occasionally  employed  as  a  waitress  which  was  a  further  complicating  factor. 

case  serves  as  an  illustration  that,  although  Typhoid  Fever  is  now 
a  rare .  disease  in  this  country,  it  has  by  no  means  lost  its  virulence  and 

emphasizes  Miat  a  high  standard  of  environmental  as  well  .as  personal  hygiene 
is  still  necessary. 


Milk 


All  milk  sold  by  retail  within  the  District  is  required  to  be  "Specially 
Designated  ,  that  is  either  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  or  Tuberculin  Tested. 

Over  recent  years  there  has  been  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of 
farmers . producing  and  selling  their  own  milk  by  retail.  Actual  figures  are 
not  available  but  it  is  estimated  that  something  like  7 Ofo  of  all  milk 
consumed  in  the  District  is  heat  treated.  Much  of  this  heat  treated  milk 
comes  from  the  larger  pasteurising  establishments  where  constant  checks  are 
being  made  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  pasteurising  plant.  Samples,  however, 

taken  during  the  course  of  delivery  are  still  a  very  good  method  of  checking’ 
on  these  supplies. 
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A  total  01  ten  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  examined  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  and  all  were  shown  to  have  been  efficiently 

pasteurised  and  were  of  a  reasonable  degree  of  cleanliness  and  bacterial 
activity. 

Three  sterilised  samples,  being  subjected  to  the  Turbidity  Test, 
proved  that  they  had  been  rendered  sterile  before  sale. 

Of  the  18  samples  of  raw  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  all  of  them 
satisfied  the  methylene  blue  test  indicating  a  reasonable  standard  of 
production. 


All  the  samples  of  raw  milk  were  examined  biologically  for  the 
presence  ol  live  tuberculosis  and  once  again  no  tuberculosis  was  found 
in  any  of  the  samples. 


Owing  to  recent  concern  over  the  possible  presence  of  Brucella 
organisms  which  may  cause  Undulant  Fever  in  man,  the  Laboratory  are  now 
examining  all  raw  milks  for  their  presence.  Of  18  samples  examined 
during  the  year,  one  bulk  sample  gave  rise  to  some  doubt  on  this  point, 
but  when  further  samples  were  examined  they  were  found  to  be  negative 
and  In  fact  none  of  the  milk  produced  in  the  District  han  been  shown  to 
contain  these  organisms.  In  view,  however,  of  the  known  widespread 
presence  of  Brucella  in  dairy  herds  in  this  part  of  the  County,  the 
situation  will  need  to  be  carefully  watched.  Considerable  discussion 
has  been  going  on  between  all  interested  bodies  and  it  is  hoped  that 
some  workable  scheme  of  dealing  with  the  problem  will  be  found. 


The  County  Sampling  Officer,  Mr.  A.  Kewley,  assisted  by  the 
Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors,  took  52  formal,  samples  of  milk  in 
the  district  to  be  examined  for  adulteration  (added  water)  and  fat 
deficiency.  Of  these  45  were  genuine  in  all  respects  and  the  results  of 
the  other  samples  along  with  action  taken  by  the  County  Council  are 
shown  below.

The  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  continued  in  use  throughout  the  year. 
At  Leyland  Lane,  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  are  slaughtered  but  the  Fox  Lane 
establishment  continues  to  be  used  solely  for  the  slaughtering  of  sheep. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
there  was  a  one  hundred  per  cent  inspection  by  qualified  staff  of  all 
animals  killed  at  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  district*  A  total  of  1%  cwts. 
of  butchers  meat  and  offal  were  rejected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  as 
being  either  diseased  or  otherwise  unsound.

Food  Hygiene 

Regular  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  of 
all  food  premises  regarding  the  implementation  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  1933.  it  was  not  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  and  there 
has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  manner  in  which  food  is  handled  and 
stored  before  sale. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


A  considerable  change  in  the  administration  of  the  water  supplies  of  the 
District  occurred  during  the  year,.  Following  discussions  with  the  Local 
Authorities  of  Preston  County  Borough,  WaXton~le~Dale,  Longridge,  Fulwood 
and  Leyl and  Urban  Districts,  and  the  Preston  Rural  District,  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  by  the  Preston  and  District  Water  Board  Order, 
19.36,  created  a  new  Water  Authority  to  serve  all  the  areas  previously 
served  by  the  above  mentioned  Local  Authorities.  This  is  part  of  the 
Governments  scheme  for  eventually  improving  water  supplies  in  general  by 
creating  Authorities  with  sufficient  finances  and  specialised  staff.  The  new 
Board  came  into  being  on  the  1st  October,  1959. 


The  water  supplied  in  the  District  continued  to  be  obtained  from  the  same 
source,  ~u e „  the  Council  * s  own  boreholes  at  Whit tie -le -Woods  supplementing  the 
bulk  of  the  supply  obtained  from  the  Manchester  Corporation’s  aqueduct.  All 

existing  agreements  with  Manchester  were,  of  course,  taken  over  by  the  new 
Board. 


I  am  once  again  indebted  to  Mr®  F.D.  Howe,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  for 
providing  the  following  information  of  water  consumption  during  the  year, 
although  he  handed  over  to  the  new  Board  on  the  1st  October.

Waoer  obtained  irom  the  Manchester  aqueduct  is  further  chlorinated  as 
it  enters . the  storage  reservoirs.  The  installation  of  a  special  purpose 
chlorination  plant  to  replace  the  existing  drip  feed  method  has  already 
been  decided  upon  and  was  to  be  installed  by  agreement  with  Preston  Rural 
District  Council  who  would  themselves  be  taking  part  of  the  chlorinated 
supply,  With  the  formation  of  the  new  Water  Board,  however,  it  is 
expected  they  will  install  suitable  plant  at  an.  early  date.  A  total  of 
18  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  were  made  during  the  year 
and  all  were  of  a  satisfactory  standard. 

Two  chemical  analyses  were  also  recorded  and  I  am  indebted  to 
Mr.  J.F.  Bailey,  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Preston  and  District 
Water  Board,  tor  a  copy  of  the  following  chemical  analysis  taken  in

Remarks : 


In  order  to  obtain  more  information  concerning  the  use  of  a  quarry 
in  Whittle  by  the  United  Kingdom  Atomic  Energy  Authority  for  disposing  of 
certain  wastes,  a  meeting  was  sought  to  discuss  the  measures  being  taken  to 
ensure  that  there  would  be  no  hazard  to  any  underground  water  supplies  and 
in  particular  those  being  used  by  the  Leyland  Undertaking.  The  area  in 
question  had  been  visited  along  with  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  who 
had  arranged  for  the  loan  of  a  sensitive  monitoring  instrument.  This 
preliminary  step  indicated  no  measurable  degree  of  radiation  along  the 
perimeter  of  the  quarry,  A  further  meeting  was  held  with  members  of  the 
Health  Physics  staff  at  the  quarry  who  explained  their  control  system  which 
had  been  devised  after  careful  consideration  of  underlying  rock  strata.  The 
control  of  safety  measures  for  such  radiation  hazards  is  operated  by  the 
U. K.A.E.A.  themselves  under  the  scrutiny  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The 
Atomic  Energy  Authority  were  regularly  taking  samples  for  examination  by 
the  Health  Physics  Department  and  were  required  to  send  monthly  reports  to 
the  two  Ministries  referred  to  on  their  findings.  It  was  apparent  that  both 
Ministries  were  quite  satisfied  that  there  was  no  danger  to  any  drinking 
water  supplies. 

The  control  of  such  radiation  hazards  has  been  vested  in  Government 
Departments  but  it  is  felt  that  the  exchange  of  information  and  discussion 
of  possible  dangers  with  Local  Authorities  concerned  is  very  worthwhile.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Reports  were  received  during  the  year  from  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers,  Messrs®  AoJ®  Lomax  &  Sons*  of  proposals  for  improving  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  throughout  the  entire  district. 

These  reports,  as  may  "be  expected,  contained  much  technical  detail  and 
various  methods  of  dealing  with  the  issues  involved  They  have,  of  course, 
received  detailed  consideration  by  the  appropriate  Committees  of  the  Council 
and  it  is  evident  that  considerable  expenditure  will  be  involved  in  the  very 
near  future. 

With  a  rapidly  growing  district,  it  is  inevitable  that  installations 
which  at  one  time  were  adequate  must  become  overcharged®  It  is  essential 
when  this  time  comes  that  the  issues  involved  be  faced  aid  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  when  all  the  issues  involved  have  been  settled,  the  Council  intend 
to  go  ahead  with  the  improvements.

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The  duty  of  preparing  plans  and  supervising  these  works  is,  of  course, 
that  of  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  'unlike  the  previous  year,  the 
Ministry  did  not  require  a  Certificate  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
indicating  that  the  street  works  were  necessary  to  prevent  injury  to  health. 
This  was,  no  doubt,  due  to  the  easing  in  the  Government ’  s  monetary  policy 
in  relation  to  such  matters. 

The  private  estate  developer  to  the  west  of  Leyland  Lane  created  three 
new  streets  which  were  named  Atherton  Road,  Belmont  Road  and  Gartmell  Road. 
Kerbs,  channels  and  drainage  were  laid  but  the  final  surfacing  was  not 
completed.  The  final  surfacing  on  the  private  estate  to  the  east  of  Bent 
Lane  consisting  of  part  of  Glamis  Road  and  Knowsley  Road  was  still  not 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.

CLEAN  AIR 


No  further  developments  took  place  during  the  year  in  the  creation  of 
Smoke  Control  Areas  within  the  District*  Certain  complaints  had  been  made 
concerning  the  smoke  emitted  from  a  Government  establishment  situated  on  the 
eastern  outskirts  of  the  District*  The  complaints  all  originated  from  the 
area  of  the  Charley  Rural  District  but  as  some  of  the  installations  complained 
of  were  within  the  boundaries  of  Ley  land  this  fact  had  to  be  taken  into 
account.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Factory  was  interviewed  by  myself  and  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  Leyland  and  Ohorley  Rural  District  Gouncil. 
It  was  quite  evident  that  the  plant  was  being  efficiently  maintained  and 
operated  and  the  complaints  were  arising  due  to  lack  of  chimney  height  in  the 
original  design.  Whilst  these  premises  are  Crown  property  and,  therefore, 
not  subject  to  ordinary  legislation,  an  assurance  was  given  that  the  question 
of  re-organising  the  boiler  facilities  would  be  taken  up  at  a  high  Government 
level  and  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  there  will  eventually  be  some 
changes  effected.

The  71  houses  commenced  during  1958  were  completed  during  the  year 
and  were  occupied  by  families  from  the  County  Borough  of  Preston. 

A  further  8  houses  previously  authorised  to  be  built  on  part  of  the 
Pox  Lane  Clearance  site  had  not  been  started* 

The  great  reduction  in  houses  built  since  19,56  has  been  caused  by  a 
change  in  policy,  mainly  of  the  two  County  Boroughs  originally  concerned  in 
this  scheme  and  houses  built  since  then  are  mainly  to  fill  in  the  vacant 
building  sites  on  the  Estate.

The  number  of  houses  involved  in  the  Heaton  Street  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  was  twelve.  Pour  families  had  been  re-housed  in  1958  and  a  further 
four  were  re-housed  in  1959 ♦  Before  the  Local  Authority  could  acquire 
these  properties  for  demolition ,  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  the  owners’ 
agreement  with  the  valuation  of  the  District  Valuer.  This  procedure  proved 
most  time  consuming  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  none  of  the  houses  had  been 
purchased.  With  the  present  procedure  for  the  acquisition  of  land  there 
must  always  be  a  considerable  delay  between  the  making  of  a  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  and  the  final  acquisition  by  the  Council,  particularly  where 
there  are  several  different  owners. 


Individually  Unfit  Houses 


Owing  to  the  much  simpler  procedure  for  dealing  with  houses  which  rnay 
be  placed  in  this  category,  it  is  preferable  to  deal  with  as  many  of  the 
houses  as  possible  in  this  manner,.  The  land  upon  which  such  houses,  if 
demolished,  have  stood  remains  with  the  original  owners.

The  objection  by  the  tenant  of 
of  the  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  justified  in  that  a  considerable  amount 
of  work  listed  on  the  Certificate  had  not  been  carried  out.  The  application 
for  cancellation  was  made  by  a  firm  of  Solicitors  acting  oxi  behalf  of  the 
owner  and  when  the  reasons  for  objection  were  pointed  out  to  them  the 
remedying  of  the  remaining  defects  was  put  in  hand  but  had  not  been 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


A  supply  of  all  the  farms  necessary  to  operate  the  Rent  Act  was  kept 
available  for  re-sale.  This  ensures  that  all  persons,  either  landlords  or 
tenants,  need  suffer  no  delay  in  invoking  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

General 


A  Government  subsidy  of  £22*1*  Gd  for  each  house  built  by  the  Council  to 
replace  one  condemned  is  payable  for  a  period  of  60  years.  This  does  give 
some  encouragement  for  Local  Authorities  to  proceed  with  the  clearance  of 
unfit  houses  in  their  district  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that,  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Housing  Committee,  tenants  of  all  condemned  property  are 
offered  suitable  alternative  accommodation  by  the  Council. 


With  the  completion  of  168  new  houses,  the  number  now  built  in  the 
District  since  1920  is  3,951  or  of  the  6,042  houses  available.  This  is 
a  very  high  percentage  of  comparatively  modern  houses  which  reflects  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  District  and  also  ensures  that  there  is  a  fairly  high 
standard  of  housing  generally.

It  was  not  necessary  to  ask  for  authority  to  serve  any  statutory  notices 
during  the  year  as  all  treatments  found  to  he  necessary  were  agreed  with  the 
owners  concerned. 

In  addition  to  those  inspections  specifically  recorded  as  being  for  the 
purpose  of  Rodent  Control,  your  Public  Health  Inspectors,  when  visiting 
properties  on  other  duties,  also  take  note  of  any  evidence  of  rat  or  mouse 
infestation. 


Test.  Baiting  of  Sewerage  System 

Once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  at  the  annual  test  baiting  of 
the  sewerage  system  which  took  place  during  the  month  of  May  there  was  no 
evidence  of  infestation  by  rats  into  any  part  of  the  system.  This  test 
baiting  is  carried  out  over  the  entirely  sewered  area  of  the  district  where 
approximately  10/o  of  manholes  are  baited  with  food  attractive  to  rats  and 
left  in  position  for  several  days.  In  this  way  a  very  accurate  assessment  of 
the  sewer  rat  population  is  possible.  In  view  of  the  results  of  the  test 
baiting,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  agreed  that  it  was 
not  necessary  to  carry  out  the  full  sewerage  treatment  during  the  year. 

Agricultural  Contract  Service 


Following  the  winding  up  of  the  Ministry's  Contract  Service  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  on  agricultural!,  properties,  our'  own  scheme  was  brought 
into  being  to  provide  a  similar5  service  at  the  end  of  1958.  As  compared  with 
22  Contracts  which  had  been  signed  previously,  the  number  rose  to  34  during 
the  current  year.  This  is  a  positive  Public  Health  service  in  that,  in 
addition  to  ensuring  by  inspection  that  properties  are  kept  free  from  rats, 
we  undertake  on  a  contractual  basis  to  carry  out  any  treatments  which  may  be 
necessary  at  any  time  during  the  year-  on  such  premises.  I  think  this  service 
is  appreciated  by  the  farming  community  and  it  certainly  ensures  that  the  rat 
population  is  kept  down,  to  the  minimum.  It  is  understood  that  the  number  of 
Authorities  operating  such  a  service  in  this  part  of  the  country  are  very  few 
but  I  think  it  can  be  submitted  that  the  experience  gained,  along  with  the 
better  control  effected,  makes  the  extra  effort  involved  worthwhile. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


With  the  extending  of  the  sewer  along  Longmeanygate  from  Earnshaw  Bridge 
for  a  distance  of  some  500  yards  it  was  possible  to  improve  considerably  the 
drainage  facilities  in  that  area.  Of  the  20  houses  concerned,  11  were  palls 
and  all  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  and  connected  to  the  sewer. 
Of  the  9  houses  served  by  septic  tanks,  6  of  those  were  also  connected.  In 
each  of  the  cases  schemes  were  prepared  and  tenders  obtained  by  the  Department, 
a  grant  to  the  owners  being  made  towards  the  cost  of  the  work.  Further  pail 
conversions  took  place  in  Dunkirk  Lane,  Golden  Hill  Lane  and  Leyland  Lane, 
bringing  the  total  to  15  for  the  year. 
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.Ill  addition  bo  the  lore  going  activities  the  number  of  pail  closets  was 
further  reduced  by  the  Heaton  Street  clearance  proposals.  A  further  8  pails 
at  these  properties  were  taken  out  of  use  as  the  tenants  were  re-housed* 

anticipation  01  the  Private  Street  Works  to  the  passage  at  the  rear  of 
12  -  32  Turpin  Green  Lane,  a  scheme  was  prepared  for  the  conversion  of  the  11 
waste  water  or . "tippler"  closets  serving  these  houses.  Statutory  notices  were 
served  indicating  that  the  Local  Authority  themselves  would  carry  out  these 
conversions  and  recover  half  the  cost  from  the  owners.  This  work  was 
satisfactorily  completed  and  is  the  last  of  this  type  of  closet  in  that  area. 

A  total  of  7  septic  tanks  were  converted  to  the  main  sewer  and  in  each 
case  a  grant  was  made  towards  the  cost.

x  I  am  extremely  doubtful  about  the  accuracy  of  the  figure  for  privy 
middens.  lo  ascertain  the  true  position  here  it  would  be  neccesary  to  carry¬ 
out  a  house  to  house  check  over  the  entire  rural  area  and  no  doubt  this  is  a 
job  which  will  require  to  be  done  in  the  near  future. 

Ihe  Department  continued  to  provide  a.  service  for  the  freeing  of  choked 
drains  and  sewers  and  a  total  of  198  blockages  were  cleared.  Routine 
inspections  of  drainage  work  carried  out  by  private  contractors  were  made 
throughout  the  year  as  and  when  necessary. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Routine  enquiries,  where  appropriate,  were  carried  out  into  all  notified 
caseo  of  infectious  disease.  Where  necessary  admission  to  hospital  was 

arranged.  Disinfection  was  also  carried  out  in  houses  where  the  following  case:

In  cases  nursed  at  home  suitable  disinfectant  was  made  available  free  of 
charge  and  ad rice  given  on  isolation.  The  small  tins  of  strong  disinfectant 
tor  household  use  continued  to  be  available  on  request. 
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SHOPS 


Routine  inspections  were  made  throughout  the  year  on  the  relevant  provisions 
of  the  Shops  Act,  1958,  not  only  with  regard  to  those  provisions  which  are  the 
responsibility  of  this  Authority  but  also  those  provisions  of  the  Act  delegated 
from  the  County  Council  to  this  Authority.  A  total  of  91  inspections  were  made 
as  against  226  the  previous  year.  The  drop  in  the  number  of  inspections  may  be 
accounted  for  to  some  extent  by  the  change  in  the  staff  of  the  Department  and 
the  continued  pressure  of  other  work.

The  changing  pattern  of  disease  in  food  animals  is  shown  to  some  extent 
in  the  above  figures.  It  will  be  noticed  that  out  of  a.  total  of  334  adult 
cattle  it  was  not  necessary  to  condemn  any  whole  car* cases  for  Tuberculosis, 
The  gradual  eradication  of  this  disease  from  the  cattle  herds  in  this  country 
is  a  gi eat  stride  forward  in  the  ultimate  control  of  the  disease  in  man. 

There  is  no  wholesale  slaughtering  at  the  Leyiand  slaughterhouses ,  the 
me  at.  produce  being  for  local  use  for  retail  sale  and  no  doubt  this  has  some 
bearing  on  she  low  incidence  oi  disease  as  it  is  not  the  practice  of  the 
ownei  s  to  take  in  casualty  animals  or  other  animals  which  are  obviously  only 
fit  for  manufacturing  use. 


The  practice  of  Sunday  slaughtering  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
inspection  services  were  also  required  on  such  occasions.  Approximately  two 
thirds  of  the  animals  were  slaughtered  on  Sundays. 

Ihe  meat  marking  system  is  still  being  operated  in  the  District  and  all 
animals  slaughtered  were  stamped  with  an  inspection  mark  in  accordance  with 
Regulation  1.5  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924-1952.

Red  Mite 


With  reference  to  the  previous  year 8 s  history  of  the  gooseberry  red 
mite  on  the  Broadfield  and  Wade  Hall  housing  estates,  it  is  pleasing  to 
record  that  there  has  been  a  dramatic  reduction  in  the  number  of  houses 
affected.  A  total  of  219  houses  required  treating  in  1937?  160  houses  in 
1958?  but  only  17  houses  in  1939-  Of  these  17,  12  were  on  Broadfield  and  5 
on  the  Wade  Hall  estate.  The  insecticide  Malathion,  applied  in  the  form  of 
a  wet  table  powder  to  the  forecourts  and  house  walls,  appears  to  be  the  most 
effective  method  of  dealing 


with  these 


pests . 


V ermin ous  Insec t 


o 


Verminous  insects  consisting  of  infestations  of  either  bed  bugs  or  fleas 
are  not  usually  met  with  in  this  District.  To  some  extent  this  can  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fairly  high  level  of  prosperity  which  the  District  has 
enjoyed  over  a  long  period  which  induces  an  attitude  of  mind  in  the  population 
which  will  not  tolerate  such  conditions.  The  practice  of  buying  old  furniture, 
bedding  etc.  from  doubtful  sources  is  practically  non-existent  and  helps  to 
keep  houses  vermin  free.  In  addition  to  this,  when  infestations  are  discovered, 
the  correct  use  of  modern  insecticides  makes  it  possible  to  eliminate  the 
infestation  completely  without  having  to  return  year  after  year  in  order  merely 
to  keep  down  the  numbers.  During  the  year  'under  review,  only  one  case  came  to 
the  notice  of  the  Department  of  a  house  requiring  treatment  for  bed  bugs. 
Treatment  was  effectively  carried  out  and  all  vermin  eliminated. 


Other  Pests 


Into  this  category  the  most  persistent  and  objectionable  insects  are 
cockroaches.  Whilst  they  are  not  parasites  of  the  human  body  they  are, 
nevertheless,  most  undesirable  particularly  in  a  dwelling  house  or  where 
there  is  food.  For  minor  infestations  advice  is  given  and  suitable 
insecticide  distributed  for  the  householder  to  apply  himself.  Where  this 
treatment  is  proving  ineffective,  special  treatments  are  carried  out.  In 
this  connection,  it  was  necessary  to  treat  10  premises  which  had  failed  to 
produce  results  by  ordinary  methods. 

Once  more  there  was  the  usual  spate  of  complaints  of  garden  insects 
gaining  admittance  to  houses.  Whilst  the  Department  cannot  undertake  to 
ensure  that  all  gar-dens  are  free  from  all  types  of  insects,  which  in  any 
case  would  be  undesirable,  in  those  cases  where  a  household  is  being 
troubled  unduly  by  the  presence  of  such  insects  inside  the  house,  advice  is 
given  and  in  certain  cases  treatment  carried  out*

1  case  of  earwigs  were  dealt  with  as  special  cases. 

Into  another  category  come  the  establishment  of  colonies  of  wasps  or 
bees.  When  a  colony  becomes  established  either  in  or  close  to  a  house  I 
know  of  no  public  authority  which  is  specifically  charged  with  the  duty  of 
advising  or  clearing  them.  As  such,  operations  can  be  extremely  dangerous 
without  care  or  proper  equipment,  the  Department  does  undertake  to  help  in 
cases  oi  this  kind.  During  the  year  three  wasps  nests  and  one  of  bees  were 
cleared. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 

In  accordance  with  your  policy  over  a  good  number  of  years,  the  weekly 
service  for  the  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained.  'Whilst  the 
basis  of  this  service  remains  the  same,  i«e.  the  removal,  once  weekly  of 
unwanted  household  rubbish,  the  detailed  arrangements  for  ensuring  that  this 
is  carried  out  require  constant  revision.  By  the  very  nature  of  the  task,  it 
appears  almost  inevitable  that  there  will  be  a.  constantly  changing  staff  of 
men  who  are  willing  and  able  to  carry  out  such  work.  The  character  of  such 
refuse  also  changes.  With  modern  practices  of  pre-packing  becoming  more  and 
more  in  evidence,  it  is  inevitable  that  many  of  the  discarded  wrappers  and 
containers  come  to  be  removed  in  the  weekly  household  refuse.  These 
containers  are  comparatively  bulky  although  light  in  weight  and  this  in  turn 
produces  problems  of  providing  vehicles  with  larger  body  capacity. 
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The  development  of  new  housing  estates  brings  additional  work  in  direct 
proportion  to  the  number  of  houses  built.  In  very  few  of  these  houses  is  the 
dustbin  sited  near  to  the.  road  and  the  overall  distances  to  be  walked  to  carry 
out  this  service  are  tending  to  increase. 

As  the  collection  of  household  refuse  is  essentially  a  manual  service  it 
is  inevitable* that  rising  labour  costs  increase  the  ultimate  cost  to  a 
considerable  degree,.  During  the  financial  year  1958/1.959  there  was  a  wage 
increase  amounting  to  2d  per  hour  bringing  the  basic  -wage  for  refuse 
collectors  to  4/ 2/d  per  hour  and  drivers  4/3id  per  hour.  With  the  increased 
cost  of  living  one  method  of  bringing  the  cost  of  the  service  into  perspective 
is  to  show  its  cost  in  relation  to  that  of  other  services.  In  this  connection, 
the  following  table  shows  the  cost  of  the  cleansing  service  expressed  as  a 
percentage  of  the  overall  rate  demand  and  this  is  compared  with  the  figure  for 
previous  years.

The  cost  of  the  scheme  in  1959/1960  was  much  lower  than  for  previous 
years.

With  the  continued  growth  of  the  District,  all  the  vehicles  are  now 
fully  employed  throughout  the  working  week.  This  means  that  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  arrange  for  repairs  to  be  done. 
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Disposal 

The  Dawson  Lane  Tip  continued  .in  operation  throughout  the  year  in 
accordance  with  the  long  term  agreement  drawn  up  between  ourselves  and 
the  Worden  Estate  in  1956*  The  site  provides  ample  tipping  space,  is  well 
removed  from  centres  of  habitation  and  is  readily  accessible  from  the 
public  highway. 

In  addition  to  the  contract  with  one  local  firm  for  the  use  of  the  tip 
for  trade  refuse,  considerable  use  was  also  made  by  other  organisations  for 
the  disposal  of  unwanted  matter.  The  number  of  casual  loads  of  trade  refuse 
received  was  245  on  a  cash  basis  of  3/~d  per  load  and  several  other  agreements 
were  also  made  to  receive  bulk  quantities.  Prom  all  sources  there  was  a  total 
income  of  £210  for  the  year„ 

The  following  table  shows  the  income  from  this  source  compared  with  the 
rent  paid.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  our  agreement  with  the  owner  of 
the  laid,  should  there  be  no  trade  refuse  whatsoever,  there  would  still  be  an 
annual  rental  of  £1.30  for  disposing  of  household  refuse.

Mechanical  Aid 


As  had  been  suggested  in  previous  years  and  discussed  many  times  by  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  the  question  of  obtaining  suitable  mechanical  aid  on 
the  tip  was  finally  agreed  upon.  The  increasing  quantity  of  household  refuse 
along  with  the  increasing  use  of  the  tip  for  the  depositing  of  trade  refuse 
was  making  it  more  difficult  to  control  in  a  proper  manner.  In  late  December 
we  took  delivery  of  a.  Chase  side  *  700 ?  mechanical  shovel.  This  has  enabled  us 
to  reduce  the  number  of  men  on  the  tip  to  one  and  the  prudence  of  the  decision 
to  employ  such  a  machine  is  already  very  much  evident. 


Salvage 

The  total  income  received  from  the  sale  of  salvageable  items  was 
£5, 345. 19. 2d  as  compared  with  £5,089.4. Id  in  1958.  Details  of  the  types  of 
materials  sold  are  shown  in  the  following  tables. 


The  following  table  shows  that  a  sum  of  f/8d  per  head  of  population  was 
received  from  such  activities.  For  comparative  purposes  the  figures  for  other 
years  are  also  given.

Kitchen  Waste 

During  the  past  few  years  the  disposal  of4  kitchen  waste  has  presented 
very  great  difficulties.  The  report  for  1958  outlined  in  some  detail  the 
problems  with  which  we  had  to  contend  before  finally  finding  that  Birkenhead 
Corporation  would  be  willing  to  fake  this  material.  It  was  then  thought  that 
our  troubles  were  over  for  some  time  to  come.  At  the  end  of  the  first  week  of 
the  Leyland  holidays  in  July,  however,  I  received  a  telephone  communication 
from  the  Director  of  Public  Cleansing  at  Birkenhead  that  he  would  be  unable  to 
take  any  more  kitchen  waste  as  from  that  date  owing  to  -a  breakdown  to  their 
Concentration  Plant.  I  was  further  given  to  understand  that  the  Birkenhead 
Cleansing  Committee  were  to  hold  a  special  meeting  to  discuss  the  capital  works 
which  would  be  required  to  put  the  plant  in  order,  but  there  was  little 
likelihood  of  them  agreeing  to  a  full  resumption  of  their  kitchen  waste 
concentration  and  that  a  small  plant  only  would  be  kept  in  service  to  deal 
solely  with  their  own  arisings. 
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With  kitchen  waste  arising  each  day  here  in  Leyland  it  was  imperative 
that  alternative  arrangements  be  made  forthwith  either  by  selling  it  or 
disposing  of  it  in  the  tip.  After  extensive  enquiries  it  was  finally  arranged 
that  the  firm  of  Wareing  Bros,  ,  of  H&lsall,  Nr.  Qrmskirk,  would  take  the 
material  but  could  only  offer  £j  per  ton.  This  was  agreed  to  on  a  temporary 
basis. 


This  raised  the  whole  question  as  to  whether  this  Authority  should 


continue  to  operate  a  separate  collection  of  kitchen  waste.  For  19  years 
there  had  been  a  regular  collection  and  many  organisations,  particularly 
school  kitchens,  had  come  to  depend  upon  this  service.  To  cease  collection 
altogether  without  due  notice  could  not  be  tolerated  but  the  figure  of  £3  per 
ton  was  most  uneconomical  and  would  require  some  upward  adjustment  in  order  to 
justify  continuing.  The  Council  were  advised  to  test  the  market  and  a 
suitable  advertisement  was  inserted  in  the  Preston  Guardian  which  circulates 
widely  amongst  the  farming  and  rural  community.  As  a  result,  several 
enquiries  were  made  from  stock  keepers  over  a.  fairly  wide  area.  The  price 
offered  varied  from  £U  to  £5*5«Gd  per  ton  collected  at  Leyland9  with  one  offer 
of  £6  per  ton  if  the  material  could  "be  delivered  to  the  farm  at  Tarleton. 
'Whilst  these  quotations  were  coming  in,  Messrs.  Wareing  Bros,  of  Hals all 
telephoned  to  say  that  they  did  not  propose  collecting  any  more  kitchen  waste 
as  they  were  then  receiving  more  than  their  requirements.  The  firm  offering 
the  highest  tender  were  contacted  and  although  they  themselves  had  sufficient 
at  that  time  they  were  prepared  to  take  it  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  supplies 
during  the  winter  months.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  securing  an  assured 
market  so  that  such  a  situation  as  had  to  be  faced  should  not  arise  again,  the 
firm  concerned,  Messrs.  William  Johnson  (Farmers),  Avenue  Farm,  Hesketh  Lane, 
Tarleton,  Nr.  Preston,  agreed  to  take  the  material  on  a  yearly  basis  and 
signed  a  legal  document  requiring  three  months  notice  to  be  given  on  either 
side  of  the  termination  of  the  agreement.  The  arrangements  put  in  hand 
continued  to  work  satisfactorily  for  the  remainder  of  the  year*,  and  once  again 
our  arrangements  for  the  disposing  of  kitchen  waste  were  on  an  even  keel.

CLEAN  AIR 


Efforts  to  obtain  a  cleaner  atmosphere  have  still  been  confined  in  the 
main  to  industry,  b ith  the  Government  sponsored  scheme  for  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  cotton  mills,  one  weaving  mill  closed  down.  As  the  mill  was 
equipped  with  a  hand-fired  Lancashire  Boiler  a  source  of  intermittent 
pollution  was  thereby  removed.  A  total  of  29  smoke  observations  were  made  on 
the  various  factory  chimneys  in  the  area  and  appropriate  representations  were 
made  where  necessary  when  dark  smoke  was  being  emitted. 
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In  accordance  with  Section  3  of  the  Glean  Air  Act,  1956,  notice  was 
received  along  with  plans  arid  specifications  of  two  furnaces  to  be  installed 
in  new  buildings®  Both  these  buildings  were  to  be  erected  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council ,  one  being  a  new  Fire  Station  and  the  other  an  Old  Folk’s  Hostel* 
Both  furnaces  were  to  be  oil-fired  and  after  due  examination  the  Local  Authority 
approved  the  details  for  the  purposes  of  that  Section  of  the  Act  which  require 
that  new  furnaces  shall,  so  far  as  is  practicable,  be  smokeless.
